The  number  of  patients  now  in  the  Asylum  is  less  by 
eight  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  consequence 
of  the  removal  of  males  belonging  to  the  County  of 
Middlesex  to  new  asylums  built  there  ;  and  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  greater  part  of  our  foreign  patients,  now 
amounting  to  62,  may  be  removed. 

There  are  now  in  the  House  306  males  and  320  females 

The  Chapel  is  nearly  finished,  and  will  be  opened  for 
service  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  It  is  to  be  re¬ 
gretted  that  the  cost  of  the  Chapel  has  much  exceeded 
the  estimate  laid  before  Quarter  Sessions.  Detailed 
accounts  will  be  produced  at  a  future  time,  when  the 
works  are  completed.  Care  will  be  taken  to  keep  the 
improvements  of  the  Asylum  on  the  most  economical 
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scale  possible.  They  cannot  be  dispensed  with  alfo- 
gel  her.  There  is  nothing  which  so  much  conduces  to 
the  recovery  of  Lunatics  as  the  employment  of  each 
in  his  own  trade. 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Court  to  the  evils  caused  by  the  confinement  of  Criminal 
Lunatics  and  Insane  Prisoners  in  the  Asylum.  The 
worst  cases  are  sent  to  Broadmoor,  a  place  which  natur¬ 
ally  and  properly  is  much  more  a  prison  than  an  Asylum. 
The  others  are  transferred  at  once  from  the  prison  in 
which  they  become  insane  to  the  County  Asylum,  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  has  power  to  remove  from 
Broadmoor  to  the  Asylum  of  the  County  in  which  the 
offence  was  committed  ;  and  when  there,  on  the  termi¬ 
nation  of  their  sente  nces,  the  prisoners  are  to  be  treated 
in  all  respects  as  the  other  Pauper  Patients. 

The  confinement  of  persons  under  sentence  neces¬ 
sarily  —  so  far  as  they  are  concerned  —  changes  the 
Asylum  from  an  hospital  to  a  prison.  There  are  clever 
rogues  among  them  very  different  from  the  other  patients, 
who  are  generally  tractable,  quiet,  and  respectful.  The 
unpleasantness  and  mutinous  spirit  shown  by  some  of 
the  patients  is  traceable  to  suggestions  of  the  prisoners, 
while  to  others  it  is  a  grievance  to  be  associated  with 
criminals. 

The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  is  of  a 
more  favourable  character  than  heretofore.  Dr.  Medli- 
cott  has  applied  for  leave  of  absence  from  ill-health, 
and  four  months — capable  of  prolongation — have  been 
allowed  him  to  go  abroad.  He  has  taken  hardly  any 


relaxation  since  he  entered  upon  his  duties.  When  the 
monotonous  and  depressing  nature  of  these  duties  is 
considered,  it  will  be  obvious  that,  to  a  Superintendent 
in  strong  health  a  very  considerable  annual  leave  of 
absence  is  due,  similar  to  that  which  is  taken  by  many 
professional  men.  Such  a  leave  of  absence  is  now 
generally  given  at  other  Asylums,  and  is  strongly  re¬ 
commended  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  It  is  to 
Dr.  Meblicott’s  diligent  care  that  the  prosperous 
state  of  the  Asylum  is  due,  and  the  Committee  are 
persuaded  that  no  one  will  grudge  him  the  relaxation 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  return  to  his  duties  with 
restored  strength  and  health.

Twenty-third  Annual  Report 

OF  THE 

SOMERSET 

County  Lunatic  Asylum, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1870.

RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN  AND  SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  Twenty-third 
Annual  Report. 

On  the  31st  December,  1869,  the  numbers  in  the 
Asylum  were  338  males  ;  296  females  ;  total,  634.  Five 
males  out  on  probation. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  106  males ; 
109  females  ;  total,  215. 

The  discharges  during  the  year  have  been  91  males  ; 
59  females;  total,  150;  of  these  115  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  ct  Recovered,”  59  males,  56  females. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  have  been  47  males ;  24 
females;  total,  71. 
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The  average  population  during  the  year  has  been  328 
males;  321  females;  total,  649. 

The  numbers  in  the  Asylum  this  day  (34 st  December, 
1870)  are  306  males;  322  females  ;  total,  628. 

A  review  of  the  past  year  discloses  much  of  interest 
in  the  practical  working  of  the  Asylum.  Some  con¬ 
siderable  advance  has  been  made  both  as  regards  build¬ 
ing  operations,  as  well  as  matters  connected  with 
domestic  arrangements.  The  general  health  of  the 
patients  has  been  good.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
small-pox  appeared  in  Wells,  and  in  fact  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  vicinity  of  the  Asylum.  Every  sanitary  precaution 
was  enforced,  and  providentially  no  case  occurred  in  the 
Asylum.  In  the  summer  a  mild  epidemic  of  diarrhoea 
affected  the  whole  establishment. 

On  the  1st  March,  the  new  theatre  was  opened,  and 
in  the  summer  and  autumn  the  ciiief  fittings  of  the 
kitchen  and  new  laundry  were  finished. 

In  the  spring  the  head  attendant  (male  department) 
tendered  his  resignation.  His  post  was  promptly  filled, 
and  his  successor  has  proved  himself  in  every  way  trust¬ 
worthy.  There  is  no  doubt  in  such  cases  that  the  sooner 
a  successor  gathers  up  the  reins,  and  the  shorter  the 
interregnum,  the  better  is  the  Asylum  as  regards  dis¬ 
cipline  and  efficiency. 

ADMISSIONS,  DISCHARGES,  DEATHS. 

The  following  analysis  gives  the  chief  points  of  interest 
in  these  returns  :  — 


Admissions. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  has 
amounted  to  215  (106  males  and  109  females).  A  large 
number,  as  usual,  have  been  brought  in  a  very  feeble 
state,  so  much  so  that  they  could  not  stand,  and  in  fact 
closely  resembled  cases  in  the  advanced  stages  of  typhus 
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fever.  Several  also  have  been  admitted  with  discolora¬ 
tions  and  the  marks  of  severe  bruises ;  an  index  of  rough 
handling.  The  females  have  been  only  three  in  excess 
of  the  males,  regarding  the  admissions  of  the  year.  There 
is  in  every  Asylum  a  preponderance  of  females.  These 
cases  must  be  provided  for.  Architects  in  their  arrange¬ 
ments  seem  to  ignore  this.  A  considerable  number  have 
been  admitted  very  advanced  in  years,  and  a  larger  per 
centage  than  usual  were  cases  complicated  with  epilepsy 
and  general  paralysis.

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Discharges. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  has  been  for  the  males 
55s 7,  and  for  the  females  51.4  per  cent,  on  the  admis¬ 
sions.  Cases  of  a  low  adynamic  type  have  formed  the 
returns  of  the  greatest  number  of  recoveries.  It  will  be 
noticed  how  the  greatest  number  of  recoveries  take  place 
within  the  first  twelve  months,  and  how  the  numbers 
diminish  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time  lost  in 
bringing  such  cases  under  treatment.  During  the  year 
115  cases  have  been  discharged  Recovered;  59  males, 
56  females ;  and  35  discharged  Relieved ;  32  males, 
and  3  females.

Deaths. 

The  mortality  has  been  71,  or  10*9  per  cent,  both 
sexes,  on  the  average  numbers  resident.  Inquests  have 
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been  held  in  three  cases.  In  the  month  of  April  one 
man  committed  suicide  by  hanging.  An  inquest  was 
held;  the  particulars  of  which  were  sent  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy.  The  other  two  were  deaths  from 
epilepsy  and  paralysis.

AMUSEMENTS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

Ample  provision  for  amusements  and  occupations  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  ;  cricket,  foot-ball,  and 
other  out-door  games  have  formed  part  of  the  daily 
routine.  Several  picnics  have  also  been  held  during 
the  summer,  together  with  large  walking  parties,  general 
attention  being  given  to  open-air  exercise.  The  in-door 
amusements  have  consisted  of  exhibitions  of  the  magic 
lantern,  bagatelle,  billiards,  cards,  draughts,  &c. 

The  various  daily  and  illustrated  papers,  as  well  as 
periodicals,  continue  to  be  regularly  distributed  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Chaplain,  and  are  eagerly 
read  by  a  large  number.  Dramatic  entertainments  have 
now  become  quite  systematised  since  the  erection  of  the 
new  theatre.  This  was  formed  by  an  addition  to  the 
north  side  of  the  general  dining-hall.  It  was  formally 
opened  on  the  1st  March  (anniversary  day)  by  two  per¬ 
formances,  followed  up  by  a  ball  for  the  patients.  It  is 
very  ample  in  its  interior  arrangements,  and  the  external 
decorations  are  chaste. 

Many  have  been  employed  during  its  construction,  and 
numerous  improvements  have  been  introduced  equally 
useful  and  effective  as  regards  the  decorations.  These 
theatrical  representations  afford  much  pleasure  to  the 
patients.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  patients  need 
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these  appeals  to  the  senses,  and  the  ratepayer  should  not 
begrudge  them  in  moderation. 

Occupation  has  also  formed  a  great  feature  in  the 
domestic  management  of  the  patients.  Since  last  year 
the  number  of  those  employed  has  greatly  increased. 
The  choice  of  occupation  is  generally  left  to  the  patients 
themselves,  who,  as  a  rule,  follow  their  own  trade.  As 
coming  from  an  agricultural  county,  a  large  number  have 
been  occupied  as  field  labourers,  and  have  been  employed 
on  the  farm  and  garden.  In  addition  there  have  been 
the  usual  list  of  artizans,  blacksmiths,  carpenters, 
masons,  painters,  shoemakers,  and  tailors,  as  also  the 
more  refined  manual  craftsmen,  cabinet-makers,  uphol¬ 
sterers,  &c.  In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  occupation, 
it  must  ever  be  remembered  that  in  all  official  returns 
allowance  must  be  made  for  the  capability  of  labour. 
The  subject  must  not  be  regarded  from  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view  alone,  but  as  forming  a  by  no  means  in¬ 
considerable  share  of  the  so-called  moral  treatment.  In 
this  respect  a  reciprocal  gain  occurs — gain  to  the  Asylum 
regarding  legitimate  retrenchment,  and  gain  to  the 
patients,  occupation  being  incentive  to  recovery.  Many 
of  the  epileptic  patients,  during  the  interval  of  their 
epileptic  fits,  are  some  of  the  most  willing  and  effective 
workers,  and  their  labours  are  perfectly  compatible  with 
the  limited  sphere  of  action  imposed  on  them  by  reason 
of  their  epileptic  seizures.  In  practice  it  is  found  that 
in  proportion  as  systematic  arrangements  are  made 
respecting  those  employed,  does  the  mental  and  bodily 
condition  of  the  patients  improve,  and  the  whole  insti¬ 
tution  is  a  gainer  from  their  increased  tranquillity. 
Regular  employment,  in  fact,  if  only  taken  without  too 
much  wear  and  tear,  is  the  secret  of  many  a  patient’s 
complete  recovery. 

ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  chief  structural  additions 
have  been  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen.  Numerous  im¬ 
provements  have  also  been  effected  in  the  various  wards. 
The  supply  of  domestic  furniture  has  been  increased. 
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and  the  internal  decorations  have  been  largely  extended. 
A  good  deal  of  planting  and  laying  out  of  the  grounds 
has  also  been  done. 

The  additions  in  the  laundry  have  consisted  of  an 
extension  eastwards  of  the  old  ironing-room.  Above 
this  has  been  erected  a  dormitory  to  hold  forty  beds.  The 
building  is  fire-proof,  iron  girders  and  concrete  arches 
having  been  used  in  the  construction.  Contiguous  to 
this  dormitory  is  a  large  bath-room,  with  dressing-rooms 
attached. 

The  additions  in  the  kitchen  have  been  the  renewal  of 
some  of  the  old  boilers,  some  new  steam- closets  for  cook¬ 
ing,  an  entirely  new  roof,  and  the  formation  of  an 
adjoining  scullery,  by  the  removal  of  some  partition  walls. 

Superadded :  a  new  foul  wash-house  has  been  built, 
and  a  drying-closet  with  fourteen  new  galvanised  iron 
horses.  Extra  baths  have  been  fitted  up  in  different 
parts  of  the  Asylum. 

Sponge-baths  have  also  been  placed  in  the  different 
wards,  available  for  single  rooms,  thus  enabling  more 
infirm  cases  to  have  extra  means  of  ablution. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  details  of  the  medical 
treatment  of  insanity.  The  great  object  has  been  to 
regard  the  Asylum  (an  institution  holding  sick  people) 
as  a  hospital.  The  case-books  accordingly  have  been 
kept,  and  the  entries  recorded  periodically,  from  reports 
drawn  up  at  the  bed-side.  By  this  means  medical  know¬ 
ledge  is  advanced,  and  the  Asylum  fulfils  its  benevolent 
object. 

This  subject  was  alluded  to  in  the  last  annual  report* 
It  was  shown  that  Asylums  to  all  practical  purposes  are 
large  hospitals.  Unfortunately  the  press  of  business  in 
the  administrative  department  too  often  takes  up  the 
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time  of  the  physician  from  the  medical.  But  the 
scientific  examination  of  patients  should  be  rendered 
imperative.  .Asylums  are  receptacles  for  the  sick.  The 
physical  condition  of  the  insane  discloses  nerves,  feelings, 
and  affections,  disordered  for  the  time  being  like  other 
sick  people.  Too  much  stress  is  laid  on  the  “  mental 
condition  ”  of  patients.  More  should  be  done  for  their 
“  bodily  condition,”  so  closely  and  inscrutably  associated 
with  the  mental.  It  is  a  matter  of  daily  experience, 
that  physical  causes  not  only  greatly  aggravate  and 
intensify,  but  doubtless  in  many  cases  actually  con¬ 
stitute  the  primary  cause  of  mental  disorder.  Making 
such  physical  disturbances  then  the  groundwork  of 
medical  investigation  should  be  the  chief  duty  of  the 
physician  in  mental  disorders.  In  this  way  alone  can 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  be  satisfactorily  carried  out. 
The  modern  treatment  of  insanity  is  founded  on  humane 
principles,  and  the  Asylum,  a  place  for  the  reception 
and  cure  of  disease,  should  therefore  be  regulated  and 
conducted  in  all  respects  like  an  orthodox  hospital. 

There  is,  however,  even  a  further  desideratum  in  view. 
Granted,  the  dogma  that  insanity  is  the  delirium  of 
organic  disease,  our  Asylums  not  only  take  the  rank  of 
hospitals,  but  become  in  addition,  medical  schools.  The 
duties  and  opportunities  for  medical  teachers  require  no 
further  comment.  The  number  of  appliances  for  the 
sick,  all  ready  to  hand  in  our  County  Asylums  (large 
and  costly  establishments),  should  certainly,  therefore, 
be  vigorously  utilized.  Consistently  with  the  pro¬ 
secution  of  ordinary  hospital  practice,  collateral  re¬ 
searches  might  be  undertaken.  The  diversity  of  affections 
of  obscure  nervous  diseases  opens  a  golden  opportunity 
for  acquiring  from  a  field  like  this  a  large  amount  of 
scientific  knowledge.  All  reasonable  and  practical 
means  therefore  should  be  used  to  glean  every  secret  we 
can,  which  will  serve  to  illumine  future  treatment. 

It  would  not  be  proper  to  close  the  remarks  on  medical 
treatment  without  calling  attention  to  a  remedy  which 
has  been  largely  used  to  procure  sleep,  namely,  the 
hydrate  of  chloral  It  produces  refreshing  sleep,  and 
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leaves  no  unpleasant  complications.  It  has  been  largely 
used  in  those  minor  cases  of  irritability  which  are  so 
frequently  found  in  Asylums,  and  for  the  matter  of  that 
as  frequently  out  of  them.  It  may  be  said  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  residents  in  Asylums  are  suffering  from 
some  form  or  other  of  irritability .  This  is  dependent, 
partly  on  a  knowledge  of  their  compulsory  detention, 
but  more  frequently  from  concomitant  bodily  disease, 
not  necessarily,  however,  always  organic.  It  is  a  matter 
open  to  question,  how  far  seasonal  influences  may  not 
affect  such  cases,  and  whether  such  increased  irritability 
is  not  due  to  atmospheric  changes.  In  this  respect,  how¬ 
ever,  the  insane  do  not  perhaps  differ  from  ordinary 
people.  In  such  cases  the  hydrate  of  choral  has  been 
used  with  advantage. 

The  subject  of  dietetics,  and  the  general  laws  of 
hygiene,  have  been  subordinate  and  supplementary 
to  medical  treatment,  as  the  individual  cases  required. 
Sanitary  arrangements  are  of  the  first  importance  in 
hospital  management.  The  subject  of  efficient  ventilation 
has  been  carefully  considered,  and  the  gasaliers  con¬ 
nected  with  the  foul-air  extraction  shafts  have  been 
found  to  work  satisfactorily,  solving  the  difficult  problem 
of  changing  the  vitiated  atmosphere  of  a  ward  without 
unduly  lowering  its  temperature. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Superintendent  begs  to 
return  his  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Committee 
of  Visitors,  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  support  ten¬ 
dered  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  responsible  duties. 


Report  of  the  Chaplain. 


Somerset  County  Lunatic  Asylum* 

Wells, 

December  24th,  1870* 


To  the  Visiting  Justices  of  the  Somerset  County 

Lunatic  Asylum. 

Gentlemen, — 

In  closing  the  sixth  year  of  my  engagement  as 
Chaplain,  I  have  the  honour  of  laying  before  you  the 
following  statements  : — 

Divine  service  has  been  conducted  regularly  on  Sun¬ 
days,  holy  days,  and  week  days,  by  myself,  excepting 
on  four  or  five  week  days,  throughout  the  whole  year. 

The  Bible  classes  of  females  have  been  carried  on  as 
usual,  and  seem  to  be  highly  valued  by  from  forty  to 
eighty  patients 

The  week  evening  lecture  in  the  school-room,  on  the 
mens’  side,  has  been  continued  throughout  the  winter 
months,  and  is  attended  by  numbers  varying  from  fifty  to 
ninety. 
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The  service  at  the  hospital  has  been  conducted  as 
usual. 

The  female  attendants’  Bible  class  and  night  school 
has  about  thirteen  members  ;  and  their  presence  at  the 
time  generally  allowed  them  for  recreation,  is  highly 
satisfactory.

The  schools  for  male  and  female  patients  are  still  in 
operation  ;  and  diversify  the  employment  of  those  who 
are  occupied  in  the  wards,  and  help  them  to  read  and 
write  with  greater  ease  and  profit. 


The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  were  good  enough  to 
notice  with  approval  the  number  of  books,  magazines,  and 
newspapers  in  most  of  the  wards ;  in  the  circulation  of 
those  placed  at  my  disposal  I  do  the  best  I  can  do,  and 
feel  great  pleasure  in  noticing  the  interest  which  is 
taken  in  them,  and  how  they  beguile  the  melancholy 
hours  of  those  who  live  in  this  abode  of  sorrow.  The 
distribution  of  tracts  and  books  for  Sunday  reading  is 
provided  for ;  and  the  simple,  interesting,  and  instructive 
tracts  now  published  are  particularly  prized.  The  Bible 
and  Prayer  Book,  in  the  Asylum,  are  well-read  books  ; 
and  those  you  provided  recently  for  the  aged  were 
really  needed. 

I  have  solemnised  55  funerals  since  January  last. 

The  more  strictly  pastoral  work  to  which  I  have 
attended  has  been  of  a  still  more  encouraging  character 
than  on  former  years.  Beyond  the  difficulties  with 
which  every  clergyman  has  to  contend,  there  are,  in  an 
Asylum,  those  of  a  special  kind.  The  vacant  gaze  of 
the  idiotic  and  the  demented,  the  shriek  of  the  epileptic, 
the  despairing  look  of  the  sufferers  from  religious  melan¬ 
cholia,  are  sometimes  very  painful  during  the  service 
and  the  sermon.  And  the  necessary  removal  of  con¬ 
valescents  soon  after  they  can  benefit  from  my  minis¬ 
trations  ;  the  counteraction  of  those  evil  habits  which 
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have  led  to  insanity ;  the  gradual  lapse  of  many  into 
hopeless  imbecility ;  the  distressing  tales  with  which 
the  patients  expect  their  minister  to  sympathise ;  the 
strange  ideas  on  the  character  of  God  and  the  impossibility 
of  salvation,  with  which,  especially  during  the  past  year, 
one  has  had  to  combat,  together  with  difficulties  over 
which  other  chaplains  besides  myself  mourn,  form  pecu¬ 
liar  discouragementSo  But,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large 
per  centape  of  the  congregation  attend  to  the  services 
with  apparent  devotion,  and  listen  to  the  sermons  with 
close  attention.  I  cannot  help  believing  that  the  dis¬ 
charged  patients  carry  with  them,  into  all  parts  of  the 
country,  some  memories  of  the  truths  they  heard  at 
a  time  when  their  minds  were  rendered  more  impression¬ 
able  by  recovery  from  the  saddest  affliction  they  can 
endure.  Several  instances  have  been  remarked  by  me 
in  which  those  once  enduring  religious  melancholy  have 
received  the  “  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  and  the  garment  of 
praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness.”  Others  have  died  in 
faith.  One,  for  example,  a  young  woman  who  had  led 
a  profligate  life,  was  evidently  penitent  and  hopeful 
before  her  departure.  And  a  man  whom  I  had  visited 
for  several  weeks  with  no  apparent  good  result,  who 
persisted  till  within  a  day  of  his  death  in  believing  that 
he  was  lost,  in  his  last  moments,  replying  to  my  enquiry, 
“  Have  you  any  hope  now?”  whispered,  “Yes,  a  little 

hope.”  “  And  I  thanked  God  and  took  courage.”

I  trust  that  in  mentioning  these  facts  I  shall  not  be 
suspected  of  dealing  unworthily  with  that  which  is 
sacred.  I  mention  them  because  many  prominent  Church¬ 
men  regard  the  duties  of  a  chaplain  in  an  institution 
of  this  kind  as  if  merely  mechanical  and  almost 
useless — requiring  little  or  no  experience,  ability,  or 
labour.  After  some  years’  experience  in  both  capacities, 
I  am  persuaded  that  the  duties  of  my  present  post,  so 
far  as  they  are  of  the  same  kind,  equal  in  usefulness 
those  of  the  parochial  clergyman  ;  and  the  erection  of 
your  handsome  and  commodious  Church,  and  the  sup¬ 
port  you  have  hitherto  given,  encourages  me  to  believe 
that  you  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  moral,  spiritual, 
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and  eternal  good  of  those  who  are  subject  to  your 
authority.
